1. I SHOULD PERSONALLY PREFER THAT OUR MEETING IN LUSAKA 
NOT BE RIGIDLY ORGANIZED AROUND A FORMAT OF FORMAL PRES- 
ENTATIONS. I PROPOSE INSTEAD THAT THE SESSIONS BE COLLO- 
QUIUMS IN WHICH ONE OR TWO OF YOU WOULD TAKE THE LEAD IN 
GETTING THE DISCUSSIONS UNDER WAY. A POSSIBLE TECHNIQUE 
FOR COLLOQUIUM LEADERS WOULD BE DISTRIBUTION AND/OR READING 
OF A BRIEF PAPER. AN EQUALLY SATISFACTORY ALTERNATIVE 
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WOULD BE AN EXTEMPORANEOUS EXPOSITION AS AN INTRODUCTION OR 
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ICE-BREAKER FOR THE AGENDA SUBJECT.
